“My  education  lisa  not  been  suf¬ 
ficiently  liberal  to  enable  me  to  tell 
you  where  crime  ceaeea  to  be  vulgar 
and  ia  looked  upon  ua  being  in  good 
form. 

"A  mao  (as  an  Alderman)  wb< 
would  betray  the  trust  and  co'nfi'lence 
of  bis  fellow  citizens  should  be  treat 
t>d  with  such  scorn  and  contempt  that 
there  would  be  nothing  left  for  him 
4>ut  to  bide  himself  in  tbe  uttermost 
parts  of  tbe  earth. 

"It  ia  safe  to  preach  about  the  out¬ 
rages  in  Armenia  and  tbe  heathen  in 
Africa  and  if  anybody  who  Uses  near 
home  must  be  denounced  it;;  ia  beat 
to  take  a  fall  oat  of  tire  petty  crimi¬ 
nal*  and  outcast*  of  society  Tfcey 
pay  no  pew  rents  and  do  dot  keep 
large  "bank  accounts  and  do  hot  give 
pink  teas,  nor  pay  large  fees  for  help 
ing  to  organize  systematic  pluuder 
in  the  way  of  public  franchise.

“  Altruria’’  he  pictures  his  Utopia.  The 
New  York  Herald  says  of  the  work, 

“Iu  ‘Altruria’  he  pictures  for  us  a  mod¬ 
el  world,  iu  which  poverty  is  unknown 
und  iu  which  human  beings  are  from 
every  point  of  view  better  off  thau  tl 
are  in  ofir  common  place,  every! 
world  of  capitalists  and  wugeworkt 
The  nnit  iu  Mr.  Smith's  plan  is  tbe 
township.  Ho  would  transform 
township  into  a  llttlo  democracy  of  tbe 
most  perfect  and  delightful  type.  The 
township  corporation  is  to  own  the  laud 
aud  supply  all  machinery  aud  other  im¬ 
plements  of  production,  and  the  corpo¬ 
ration  is,  of  course,  owned  aud  contact' 
led  by  the  citizens  of  the  township.  Qa 
author  furnishes  a  complete  fiuanoml 
plan  which  is  claimed  to  be  os  feasible 
as  that  of  any  railroad  or  mimufacttB* 
lug  corporation.  Under  this  system  the 
working  producers  would  employ  capi¬ 
tal  as  tbeir  servant  through  the  town¬ 
ship  corporation. 

The  plan  is  not  socialistic,  but  co-op¬ 
erative.  Combining  in  production  and 
exchange  to  secure  tbe  best  possible  re¬ 
sults,  each  family  receives,  ownB  and 
enjoys  as  it  wills  its  share  of  the  total 
produot  All  the  benefits  claimed  for 
socialism  are  realized,  while  maintain¬ 
ing  individual  liberty  and  the  private 
initiative.  The  object  is  to  give  man 
perfect  freedom  by  having  tbe  township 
corporation  co-operate  with  the  individ¬ 
ual  producer,  furnishing  him  tbe  un  of 
land  and  all  the  implements  of  produc¬ 
tion. 

Tbe  picture  of  “Altruria”  (the  name 
of  a  township)  is  certainly  a  beautiful 
and  9  hopeful  one. 

Another  feature  of  “Altruria”  ia  tbat 
its  teachings  can  be  utilized  as  a  whole 
or  in  part.  It  is  not  improbable  tbat 
certain  propositions  will  at  an  early  day 
b£  considered  politically  actionable. 

There  is  not  a  business  man  in  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States,  Mast,  west,  north  or  soath, 
wbo  would'*?!;  be  thankful  for  the  sys¬ 
tem  of  transportation  proposed  by  Mr. 

Smith,  and  his  ideas  on  tbe  currency 
question  also  deserve  consideration  at 
this  time,  when  different  sections  of 
the  country  are  estranged  by  differences 
on  the  money  question.  He  woultk  ont 
the  gordian  knot  of  this  question*  and 
then,  by  a  new  system,  of  transporta¬ 
tion,  bind  all  sections  together  insepa¬ 
rably  for  all  future  time.

it  for  bis  best  good  and  for  tbe  best  good 
of  sooiety  at  large? 

I  am  exceedingly  anxious  to  make  a 
very  clear  distinction  between  tbq  ouo- 
tentb  of  the  population  wbo  make  up 
the  very  poor  aud  the  three-ten  tb*  of 
the  population  wbo  make  op  the  great 
body  of  the  workiug  people.  It  should 
be  clearly  and  finally  understood  that 
efforts  for  the  intelligent  application  of 
ohurituble  methods  apply  to  the  very 
poor,  aud  not  tho  great  body  of  self  sup¬ 
porting  aud  independent  laborers.  Th* 
numbers  of  the  very  poor  aud  the  con¬ 
dition*  under  which  they  live  depend 
to  very  great  degree  npou  the  general 
industrial  oonditioua  wbiob  apply  to  tbe 
working  people.  Better  wages  and  abort- 
er  hours  will  make  higher  life  possible 
and  will  make  men  able  to  do  more  for 
their  families  and  widow*  with  Uttle 
children  more  able  to  be  independent  of 
any  material  aid,  aud  to  this  end  I 
must  ask  your  careful  consideration  of 
Obarlea  Booth’s  classification  of  tbe 
population  in  a  great  city.  All  the 
world  recognizes  bis  authority  and  I 
suppose  the  conditions  in  part*  at  Chi¬ 
cago  are  not  materially  different  from 
those  indicated  by  Mr.  Booth,  although 
the  greater  intensity  of  energy  here  re¬ 
sults  in  more  rapid  social  change.

The  principal  causes  of  poverty  are 
inadequate  natural  resources,  bad  cli¬ 
matic  conditions,  defective  sanitation, 
evil  associations  and  surroundings,  de¬ 
fective  legislation,  defective  judicial 
and  punitive  machinery,  misdirected 
and  inadequate  education,  bad  indus¬ 
trial  conditions,  unwise  philanthropy. 

If  charity  and  charitable  methods  are 
necessary  evils,  let  us  see  that  by  intel¬ 
ligent  and  co-operative  work  the  evila 
are  eliminated  ua  far  as  possible  and 
that  simple,  gentle  core  for  oue  another, 
which  is  true  charity,  and  which  is  not 
au  evil,  has  a  permanent  biding  foot- 
bold  among  ns. — Dr.  Philip  W.  Ajrea
